We all 
love pluck in a young man, and even if he had not 
shown the noble nature which dwells within him | 
by his last chivalrous acts during the raging of the | 
battle, his book would have been popular amongst 
us. He does not give us a very flattering picture 
of the estimation in which we are held by the Ger- 
mans, or indeed generally on the Continent, and in | 
sober truth it must be admitted that our Foreign 
Secretary does not show himself to advantage in 
this Danish business. There is talk of Mr. Disraeli 
bringing forward in the course of next week a vote 
of censure on Ministers for not having maintained 
their avowed policy of upholding the integrity and 
independence of Denmark. 

In biography, Dr. Newman’s ‘ Apologia pro Vita | 
Sua” is a curious and interesting laying bare 
of the most secret and sacred impulses of the 
writer’s nature, and yet, after perusal, one feels 
almost inclined to doubt the narrative, and to look 
upon it as little better than a piece of casuistry. 
Of a very different character is Mr. Charles Knight’s 
second volume of “ Passages of a Working Life 
during Half a Century.” It has only just reached 
me, and I have not yet cut open a single leaf, but a | 
glance is quite sufficient to see how interesting a | 
book it is. 

Of books of travel two belong to a high class, not 
merely as recounting interesting scenes and adven- 
tures, but as furnishing much new and not less in- 
teresting matter of a scientific character. M. Henri 
Mouhot’s “ Travels in the Central Part of Indo-China | 
(Siam), Cambodia, and Laos, during the years 1858, | 
1859, and 1860,” in which he describes the ruined 
cities and temples of Cambodia, one of the latter | 
surpassing any of the remains of Greece or Rome. 
At Ongkoz, the ancient capital of Cambodia, he | 
found “ruins of such grandeur, remains of struc- | 
tures which must have been raised at such an im- 
mense cost of labor that, at the first view, one is | 
filled with profound admiration, and cannot but | 
ask what has become of this powerful race, so civ- | 
ilized, so enlightened, the authors of these gigantic | 
works? One of these temples—a rival to that of 
Solomon, and erected by some ancient Michael An- | 
gelo—might take an honorable place beside our | 
most beautiful buildings. It is grander than any- | 
thing left us by Greece or Rome, and presents asad 
contrast to the state of barbarism in which the | 
nation is now plunged.” Of these monuments of 
4 past civilization, of which we know as little as of 
that which has left similar traces in Central Amer- | 
ica, he gives minute descriptions, illustrated with 
beautiful engravings from drawings made by him 
upon the spot. ‘The other book of travels is of | 
Scenes nearer home, but which are not much better | 
known to the generality of travellers. It is called, 
“Excursions through Tyrol, Carinthia, Carniola, and 
Friuli in 1861, 1862, and 1863; with a Geological 
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Chapter, and Pictorial Illustrations from Original 
Drawings on the Spot. By Josiah Gilbert and G. 
C. Churchill.” The book is very graphic, and in- 
troduces descriptions of scenery almost equalling 
Brydone’s account of the ascent of Mount Aitna, 
perhaps the most beautiful specimen of descfiptive 
prose in the language. Here isasample. Wind- 
ing along the Fassa Thal in the midst of dolorite 
scenery, the travellers come to a scene of great 
sublimity :— 

“It is a gorge like that of Pfeffers, but grander, 
according to our impression—grander in its features, 
grander in its solitude. A torrent rushed between 
narrowing walls a thousand feet in height on either 
side and filled the darkness with its roar. The 
passage, never wider than that of an ordinary 
street, was fully a mile in lAngth, and the path 
along it, constructed only for access to the higher 
pastures, was bandied from side to side on rough 
bridges of transverse logs, or suspended on hanging 
shelves, or carried lengthwise over the stream 
where there was not room for both. At one such 
place the entire width of the chasm did not 
exceed twelve feet. It was like being at the bot- 
tom of the Via Mala, along with the torrent there, 
and sharing its awful fortunes. The noise was so 
great that we could not hear each other’s voices, 
but by lifted hands expressed our growing amaze- 
ment. The turns were so frequent that the don- 
keys in front were continually disappearing as into 
some dark doorway; and, when we finally emerged, 
the entrance was so immediately hidden that no 
one would have guessed the existence of such a 
rift through the rocky mass.” (p. 135.)

OUR CONTINENTAL CORRESPONDENCE. 
Paris, June 23, 1864, 

We shall have a brilliant winter of it, provided 
no obstructive “if” stops the way. The Minister 
of Public Instruction has granted the Association 
of Literary Men the right to give readings, which 
you may remember they were in instance to obtain 
some time since. As soon as the season of this 
capital commences—which is about November, as 
All Saints’ Day commonly brings everybody back 
to town, for this day is dedicated to dead kindred, 
and on it few people care to keep away from the 
family graveyard—lI say as soon as the season 
commences we shall have a procession of our more 
eminent authors. Each will read a favorite work. 
M. Alexandre Dumas, M. Jules Sandeau, M. Vic- 
torien Sardeu, M. Jules Janin, and many others 
have promised to lend their voice to this good 
work. It will be interesting to hear and see the 
creators of popular works presenting their offspring 
to the public. Mr. Dickens’s career shows how 
profitable it can be made. The Association are in 
a vein of good fortune just now. They have ob- 
tained: a promise from the Minister of Public In- 
struction that their works shall be adopted in all 
the public schools. They have been engaged for 
several years past upon a series of works which, 
when completed, will form a complete course of 
French, from the primer to the elaborate grammar. 
It will be styled “Le Trésor Littéfaire.” Messrs. 
Hachette & Co. have the first volume in press. The 
copyright will remain in the hands of the Asso- 
ciation, which not unreasonably hopes to receive a 
handsome annual revenue from the sale of the 
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series. A successful school-book is, all the world 
over, the richest placer a literary man can acquire. 
Messrs. Noel and Chapsal acquired princely estates | 
by their series, and the most lucrative revenues 
drawn by our contemporary literary men are drawn 
by authors of similar works. It is to be hoped that, 
with the revenues derived from lectures and school- 
books, we shall see no more literary men dying in 
the hospital. Since I am speaking of literary reve- 
nues, here is a statement which is said to exhibit 
M. Louis Ulbach’s budget. He has engaged to fur- 
nish a publisher three novels a year, for which 
the publisher agrees to allow him 1,200 francs a 
month for five years’ copyright of these novels,

M. Ulbach gave a 
passage of his autobiography a few days since, 
which reveals a singular custom among the masters 
of our large private boarding-schools. ‘ How many | 
young men have I seen die after the training they 
were put through to carry off the prizes on this 
turf of the public schools, and whose best prize 
went into the pocket of the trainer, I mean the 
boarding-school master!

The quarrel of the Duke d’Aumale with the Pre- 
feet of Police, in consequence of the arbitrary seizure 
of the former’s “ History of the Princes de Condé,” was 
to have appeared before the public in the form of a 
trial in a court of justice last Saturday; but it 
seems to be postponed. The French Academy have

M. Henride Bornier. The Academy of Inscriptions 
and Belles Lettres have given their Bordin prize to 
M. Gidel, for his memoir on French poems imitated 
in Greek since the twelfth century. Herr Magnus, 
of Berlin, has been elected by the Academy of Sci- 
ences to fill the place of correspondent vacated by 
the death of Mr. Barlow, of Woolwich. M. Maurice 
Sand, a son of the eminent novelist, and the author 
of a tour in North America, has abjured the errors 
of Romanism, and become a communicant of the 
Protestant Church. M. Victorien Sardou is seriously 
ill. M. Roger de Beauvoir’s death is hourly ex- 
pected ; for months he has been unable to leave 
his bed or sofa. M. Boulay Paty, a poet who, in 
his day, tasted something like fame, who received 
crowns from the French Academy and praises from 
the newspapers, is dead; he and his works had, 
long before his death, been completely forgotten. 

A book recently published here, “ Men and Things 
of Different Times,” by M. Romey, contains an ac- 
count of a singular plagiarism which was perpe- 
trated by one of the most mysterious personages of 
French literary history. Nobody seems to know 
who was the Count de Courchamps, or what is the 
true value of the Souvenirs of Madame de Crequy, 
which he pretended to edit.

Prince Youssoupouff, a Russian nobleman of great 
wealth, who is devoured by insatiable desires for 
decorations of orders of honor and for reputation, 
has published a catalogue of the Elzevirs belonging 
to the Imperial Library of St. Petersburg. A few 
months since he published a history of music in 
Russia. The overseers of the Brussels hospitals 
have established libraries in them for the sick and 
convalescent patients. M. Jomard’s family have 
completed his collection of “Les Monuments de la 
Géographie,” on which he labored from 1828 until 
his death; the work—which he justly called “a 
history of geography written by itself’—embraces 
fac-similes of all the ancient maps, celestial and 
terrestrial spheres, cosmographic tables, astrolabes 
and instruments of observation, from the remotest 
times to the end of the XVI. century. The Arabian 
Koufic celestial globe in bronze of the XI. century, 
which belongs to the Imperial Library of Paris, the 
map of the itinerary of a pilgrimage from London 
to Jerusalem, taken from a Chronique of Mathew 
Paris of the XII. century belonging to the British 
Museum, the map of the world painted on vellum 
by order of Henry II. of France, and the map of the 
world of Gerard Mercator, are the most interesting 
maps of the collection, which consists of twenty- 
one maps.

Wecan illustrate this by | 
acasein point. The “ Atheneum” of May 21, which 
arrived in Philadelphia on June 6th, contained the 
first announcement of a sale (by Sotheby, Wilkin- 
son & Hodge, 13 Wellington Street, Strand) of the 
unique collection of valuable Manuscripts, and ob- | 
jects of Art and Virtua, belonging to M. Guglielmo | 
Libri.. The sale, to come off on June 1, was first | 
announced on May 21, and that intimation of it | 
reached this country five or ten days a/ter the things 
had come to the hammer in London. Of course, 
except by any stray Americans accidentally present, | 
there could not have been bids from this country, | 
where the catalogue (a quarto volume, with fifteen 
engravings of some of the principal objects) has | 
not yet reached any one. In truth, the Libri col- 
lection would have drawn the dollars not only in 
hundreds, but in thousands, from American pockets. 
M. Libri, a learned Italian, naturalized as a French | 
citizen, had made a marvellous collection of books, | 
documents, illustrated manuscripts, carvings, jew- 
els, paintings, sketches, and articles of virta, sup- 
posed to be unequalled. He was accused of having 
abused his opportunities as public inspector of the 
great libraries of France to plunder them; he was 
charged with having done this. He found his way 
to London. He was tried in Paris, in his absence, 
convicted, and sentenced to ten years’ imprisonment. | 
He denied the allegations against him, in pamphlets, | 
and by the pens of able friends ; he continues in | 
England; but he retained the spoil, if spoil it were, 
and this was sold on June 1, and following days, | 
without United States’ literati, amateurs, collectors, 
and cognoscenti being advised of it until after the 
sale was over. An advertisement in our LiTERARY 
GazettE AND Pvusuiisuers’ CirccLaR would have 
been sufficient here. What could be expected when 
the announcement which appeared in the “ Athe 
neum’’ on May 21, was not repeated there on May 28, 
the publication within three days of the sale?

Still I did not despair, 
and following Mademoiselle Lind from Frankfort to 
Stuttgardt, and thence to Darmstadt, I at last suc- 


ceeded in prevailing on the coy songstress to con- | 


tract an engagement at my theatre. Here I had to 
employ all my best ability. Besides holding out 
to her the most brilliant prospects both of fame and 
fortune, I went so far as to undertake to bear any 
loss that might fall upon her in the event of a law- 
suit with Mr. Bunn. The terms of this engagement 
were far superior to any hitherto offered to the cele- 
brated singer. She was offered 120,000 francs 
(£4,800) for the season, reckoned from the 14th of 
April to the 20th of August, besides a house free of 
charge, and a carriage and pair of horses to be at 
her disposal; a further sum of £800 should she be 
inclined to pass a month in Italy, for study or 
repose, prior to her début at Her Majesty’s Theatre; 
lastly, the liberty to cancel her engagement if, after 
her first appearance on the boards, and her success 
falling short of her expectations, she felt disinclined 
to continue her performances.”

The editor, it will be 
remembered, was intrusted with the defence of 
Sebastopol. At that time (1854), he was only 
Lieutenant-Colonel, having rapidly reached that 
grade by brilliant services in the Caucasian war as 
an engineer. When he reached Sebastopol he was 
only 36 years old, and but for him the famous fort- 
ress would have fallen months earlier than it did. 
He is now a General in the Russian army. 

Tue GentTLEMAN’s MaGazineE.—We notice, adver- 
tised in one of the London papers, a complete set of 
this, the oldest magazine in England, complete, from 
1731 to 1862, in 215 volumes, bound and half bound, 
for twenty-four pounds. This is at the rate of 54 
cents a volume—about half the price of the bind- 
ing!

“Correspondence of Napoleon I.,” published in 
Paris by order of Napoleon III., consists of 562 
closely-printed octavo pages, and includes 845 
letters or notes of the Emperor sent to different , 
persons during the five months beginning April 1, 
1807, and ending August 31 inthe same year. These 
five months were a period of considerable importance 
in the life of the great Emperor, for it includes 
the Treaty of Tilsit between himself and the Czar 
Alexander. It contains much interesting matter. 
Here, in a letter to Fouché, dated Finkenstein, May 
11, 1807, is a not complimentary notice of a woman 
who was a power in her way during the writer’s 
reign: “That madwoman Madame de Staél has 
written me a letter of six pages. . . . She tells me 
that she has bought a property in the valley of 
Montmorency. She proceeds thence to conclude 
that she may remainin Paris. I repeat to you that 
it is to torment the woman unjustly to leave her 
any such hope. If I gave you the detail of all she 
has done where she is during the last two months, 
you would be astonished ; for, though 500 leagues 
from France, I know better what goes on there than | 
the Minister of Police. . . .” 
Tuomas Cottey Gratray.—The death of this once | 
popular author is announced. Mr. Grattan, a con- | 
nection of the famous Henry Grattan, the Irish ora- | 
tor, was born in Ireland about the year1796. Atthe} 
age of nineteen, just after the final fall of Napoleon, 
he went to France, and remained many years on the 
Continent. In 1819 he published a poem called 
“Philibert,” now forgotten. To this succeeded 
three series, eight volumes in all, of sketches and 
novelettes, entitled “Highways and Byeways; or, 
Tales of the Roadside, picked up in the French | 
Provinces by a Walking Gentleman.” He subse- 
quently wrote several novels, chiefly historical, of 
which “The Heiress of Bruges,” “ Jacqueline of | 


Holland,” and “ Agnes de Mansfelt” were most suc- | 
cessful. He produced a tragedy, in which Edmund | 
Kean broke down while attempting to sustain the | 
principal character. After many wanderings he | 
settled down in Belgium, and, through the influence 
of King Leopold, was made British Consul at Boston. 
In that capacity he proved a most useful auxiliary | 
to Lord Ashburton in the conclusion of that treaty | 
with America which bears his lordship’s name, and 
wrote a pamphlet on the North Eastern Boundary | 
Question, published in 1842. He remained in Bos- 
ton at a salary of $1,000, from 1839 to 1853, and | 
then succeeded in effecting his resignation in favor | 
of his son, who was subsequently promoted to the | 
consulate of Antwerp, with a salary of $2,500, where | 
heremains. After his return to England, Mr. T. C. 
Grattan published a very ill-natured account of his | 
views of American society as observed by him dur- | 
ing fourteen years’ residence in Boston. It is the | 
feeblest as it was the last of all his works.

The original work comprised a summary of the 
law of Bills of Exchange and Promissory Notes, 
both in Europe and the United States, of checks on 
bankers’ and sight bills, with forms and notices of 
protest and references to important legal decisions. 
The present edition, the fourth, has just been issued, 
under the editorship of Mr. Homans, editor of “ The 
Bankers’ Magazine and Statistical Register.” It 
now contains over two hundred pages of additional 
matter, such as chapters on the law of Agency, the 
transfer of Bills and Notes, the law of Letters of 
Credit, of Bank Notes, of Interest and Usury, of 
damages on Protested Bills,&c. The numerous and 
interesting questions which have been decided in 
the State courts upon the subjects of the book since 
1857, the date of the preceding edition, have also 
been added. The object of the Manual is to furnish 
a body of useful information, not only to the Notary

These are the two best productions of their class 
we have yet seen. The map is 51 by 40 inches in 
size, extending from the latitude of Harrisburg on 
the north to that of Suffolk, Va., on the south, and 
from the longitude of Norfolk on the east to that of 
the western extreme of the State of Maryland. The 
scale is five miles to the inch. It is mounted in a 
substantial style on muslin, in such manner that, 
notwithstanding its size, it is capable of being folded 
up and kept in a stout pasteboard case, which is 
only about ten inches square. It is thus rendered 
extremely portable, while, at the same time, its ful- 
ness of detail as respects roads, streams, small locali- 
ties,and topographical features, adapts it admirably 
for general military purposes. It is by all odds the 
most satisfactory map for private use which has yet 
fallen under our notice. The clearness and distinct- 
ness of the engraving and the legibility of the letter- 
ing are also worthy of notice. We cannot, however, 
imagine why the notation of the parallels of latitude 
and longitude was omitted on the margin. 

The atlas above mentioned contains sixteen maps 
of localities in the Virginia Department, the first of 
which is a plan of Washington and the forts sur- 
rounding it, on a scale of half an inch to the mile, 


| which enables every road, important elevation of 


surface, house, and the smallest creek to be seen. 
It is intended by this series of maps to furnish an 
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accurate guide to the student of strategical and 
tactical movements of the armies at the points in 
question. The plans are prepared with accuracy 
from reliable data, and are designed as permanent 
illustrations of the events to which they refer. They 
are executed in a style of art far superior to that of 
most of the publications of this nature with which 
we have recently been favored. This remark is al- 
most superfluous, for Mr. Leypoldt's name may be 
accepted in advance as a guarantee of the tasteful- 
ness of the publications with which it is associated.
